September 17, 2018 Officer requests Temporary salary funds in the
amount of $7,740. The officer calculates the salary at $10 per hour at 20
hours per week, 4.3 weeks per month, and 9 remaining months for a cost
of $7,740

Officer states, for several years, the locality provided part-time salary
funding of roughly $44,000, which funded four (4) part-time

employees. In 2017, the locality budget had a 58% reduction in this part-
time line item, reduced by $26,000 to $18,000. The FY19 part-time

staff remains budgeted at $27,729.

With substantially reduced staffing, our caseload increased in two
significant areas:

1) Concealed handgun permits:

Calendar year 2015; 601 permits

Calendar year 2016: 731 permits

Calendar year 2017: 936 permits (increase of approx. 28%);

2) Criminal cases: [This is the real problem area]

CY 2015: 1075 cases commenced

CY 2016: 1110 cases commenced

CY 2017: 1612 cases commenced (increase of approx. 45%).

As for CY 2018, our criminal case numbers are up 24%. In fact, just in
the first seven months of 2018, we commenced 1080 cases, which is
more than we processed in all of 2015, just three years ago!

Itis worth noting, as well, that the above-referenced case data does not
include the additional work required for our new drug recovery court.

Smyth County's rising criminal caseload has been met in other
departments by increased funding and/or staffing, including an increase
in expenditures for the regional jail of almost $700,000 in two

years ($1.8 million in FY 2015 up to $2.5 million in FY 2017);

Our 28th Judicial Circuit was allocated an additional judge to serve in the
General District Court and our General District Court Clerk's Office was
allocated an additional staff person;

Our 28th Judicial Circuit was also allocated an additional judge to serve
in the Circuit Court. Even though every felony case is processed
through this office, our substantially increased workload has not been
met with additional money or manpower. As itis, it is an unsustainable
situation.

Staff notes: this office has the elected officer, six (6) Deputy Clerks and
base budgeted Temporary funds of $2,497. This office is Ranked 78t for
Staffing Standards position need, is due 0.73 FTE and is in 10.67% of
Need.

Compensation Board staff presents FY19 TTF budget requests from
120 Circuit Court Clerks. All Clerks certified to currently providing
secure remote access (SRA) to land records’ images to public
(nongovernmental) subscribers.

In August 2018, 88 out of 120 Clerks submitted $4 budget requests
totaling $4,830,334 out of a possible $4 available funding of $5,744,666
for technology equipment and services. Thirty-two (32) offices did not
have any $4 funds available.

Ninety-three (93) Clerks submitted $1 Fund budget requests totaling
$1,979,044 out of possible $1 Fund available funding of $1,696,033 for
technology equipment and services. These Clerks’ requests are
recommended for approval at $1,633,760. $1 approvals are
recommended only for offices with less than $100,000 in $4 available
funding, based upon the following priorities:

Full funding of requests for all offices for LR Systems Maintenance,
SRA Maintenance, and Redaction of Social Security Numbers. For
offices with less than $100,000 available in $4 funds, requests are
recommended for approval based upon the officer’s request for
equipment up to a maximum of $20,000 and for backscanning up to a
maximum of $10,000 per office.

Seventy-seven (77) Clerks submitted $4 and $1 Fund requests for
redaction of social security numbers totaling $654,737. Twenty-one (21)
Clerks made Purpose Code N requests (for areas of the court not
related to land records) from $4 available funding totaling $1,423,487.
Sixty-one (61) Clerks submitted both $4 and $1 Fund budget requests.
Total $4 and $1 Fund requests from 120 Clerks equal $6,809,378. Total
$4 and $1 Fund approval recommendations for 120 Clerks equal
$6,464,094.

Existing cash plus $5.2 M from the line of credit for the Clerks’
Technology Trust Fund FY19 expenditures approved by the 2018
General Assembly is sufficient to cover all $4 and $1 recommended
approvals. Reimbursements for actual expenses incurred will not
exceed actual collections in the TTF in FY19.
